Canada's gbvernment annuities, to- 


day a big business with the Domin-’ 


ion, a business which forms part of 
the working capital of the country 
has celebrated 32 years of service to 
Canadians 

The scheme wes first suggested by 
the late P| C. Larkin in a letter te 
the late Rt lion, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in a letter dated July 5 
1906, and mailed from Upper Egypt. 
where Mr. Larkin was on_ holiday 
Two years later the act which author- 
izes issue of ;overnment annuities 
became law. 

It was not until 1928, however, 
that the annity branch shed its 
swaddling clotes and started out to 
become a rea! force in the business 
life of the Dominion. Hon. Péter 
Heenan, then minister of labor, made 
special efforts to bring the system 
to the attention of the Canadian 
people. Some 40 agents, trained for 
the work under E. G. Blackader, 
branch superintendent. were placed 
at points acro:s Canada among them 
A. E. Milton, who was appointed Re- 
gina agent in 1929, with headquart-
